He took a mighty oath that never 
should she touch a cent of his money, even 
if he had to spend all his millions in the ef- 
fort to prevent her. But the decision was 
fatalto him. The rage ana worry which it 
caused aggravated complaints from which he 
had been suffering for years and brought 
him to his grave. 

Although he was known to be worth any- 
where from $8,000,000 to $10,000,000, he left 
property behind him valued at about $250. 
All the remainder of his vast estate he 
transferred to his son and his son-in-law, in 
trust for his grandchildren, several months 
ere his death. This was to prevent Sarah 

a from getting any possible grip on his 
estate. His dying injunction to his relatives 
was to spare no money in fighting the woman 
who had clouded his last years. 

Unlike her antagonist, Sarah Althea 
seemed to grow younger under the excite- 
ment of the long t.

The Wisconsin Supreme Court Renders an 

Adverse Decision in Mrs. Brown's Case. 

Mapison, Wis., Jan. 31.— [Special.] — A de- 
cision was ren in the Wisconsin Ju- 
preme Court today in the famous —

It would be difficult to 
point to any other scientific man, with the 
single exception of Charles Darwin, who has 
in his department of learning so entirely im- 
pressed himseif upon the intellectual wth 
of a nation. No greater void in the scientific 
world has been made since the death of Louis 
the naturalist, in 1874.

From 1860 to 1873 the exports of gold ex- 
ceeded the imports $452, 781,744, while in the 
second period there was an excess of imports 
in favor of the United States to the amount 
of $107,282,815. These tremendous contrasts 
in the balances of trade and shipment of goid 
can be accounted for only by the fact that 
since 1873 the farmers of the Northwest have 
been able to ship increased quantities of 
produce to Europe and turn the balances in 
favorof thiscountry, Before 1878 the cost of 
railroad and ocean transportation was so 
great that only limited quantities of North- 
western produce could be transported and 
soid in the free-trade markets of Europe, but 
the cheapening of rail and water freights re- 
sulting from the discovery of Besse- 
steel, use of compound engines, 
etc., made it possible for the farm- 
ers of the Northwest to enter the Eu- 
ropean field of desperate competition to dis- 
pose of heavy surplus crops. The invenwon 
of labor-saving machinery gave the Western 
farmers their first start. The closing of the 
Southern market during the war compelied 
the on of food ucts for afew 
years, but it was not until the great cheap- 
ening of transportation that Northwestern 
farmers could get a footing in the free-trade 
markets of Europe and turn the trade bal- 
ance in favor of the United States. The fol- 
lowing table, giving the value of the food 
exports, shows that without the aid of the 
Northwestern farmers the balance could not

DEATH OF GEN. J. L THOMPSON. 

The whole community will be pained to 
learn of the sudden death of Gen. John L. 
Thompson, the prominent lawyer, who but a 
week ago was elected to the honorable posi- 
tion of President of the Union League Club. of 
which organization he had been a useful and 
influential member for seven years past. At 
the time of his election he appeared to be in 
robust health, but close attention to an im- 
portant case he was preparing for the courts 
overtaxed his strength and he rapidly suc 
cumbed to the prostration, which was caused 
by the rupture of @ blood vessel at the base 
of the brain. 

Gen. Thompson was of New England birth 
and education, and was possessed of the 
best qualities that characterize the success- 
ful.men of that section. Personally and 
professionally his record was one of extraor- 
dinary energy and unflinching: integrity. 
He was an indefatigable worker at what- 
ever he undertook, and his undertakings were 
always of a high and honorable character. 
His father and grandfather before him had 
been eminent lawyers and he prepared him- 
selt to follow in their footsteps by unusually 
long and thorough study. He began the study 
of the law in 1854 and the outbreak of the 
war found him still a student, though weil 
grounded in his profession by energetic ap- 
plication at Poughkeepsie, Harvard, and 
in some of the European schools. At the first 
note of the war, however, he dropped his 
studies. He was then in Chicago and en- 
listed here, buta year afterward returned East 
and served until the close of the war, first 
with the Rhode Island troops and afterwards 
with those of ‘New Hampshire, his native 
State. His war record was a brilliant one. 
He was a participator in all the great battles 
of the army of the Potomac and served under 
all its distinguished Generals, rising from 
the ranks to the position of Brigadier-Gen- 
eral by brevet. At the close of the war, or 
shortly afterwards, he began the active prac- 
tice of his profession in Chicago, and for 
twenty-two years has held a prominent place 
at the bar. During that time he had 
also occupied other positions of public trust 


and manifested his interest in all that goes | 


for the gcod of the city by his prominent 
connection with the work of the Citizens’ 
Association. When the retiring Board of 
Managers of the Union League Ciub last 
month named him as the candidate for its 


Presidency tie nomination was accepted 


with enthusiasm by the entire membership. 
His election took place a week ago yesterday, 
and he presided at the annual meeting ap- 


parently in the best of health and spirits, 


little dreaming of the sad fate which was to 
overtake him a week later and cut him down 
in the very prime of his useful and busy hfe. 
His death will be mourned not only by the 
members of his club, who will miss his 
familiar face in their gatherings, but by the 
members of the profession with which he 
was so prominently identified, and by a wide 
circle of friends and acquaintances who had 
come to prize his sterling qualities of citi- 
zenship, his broad culture as a scholar, and 
his high personal character asa gentleman. 
His family will receive the sympathy of all 
who knew him personally or by report for 
the blow which has fallen upon them with 
such suddenness and severity. 


“ AIR” IN THE GAS. 

President Fay of the Gas Trust was re- 
cently interviewed on the subject of poor gas, 
and took occasion to characterize as a rank 
absurdity the claim that the companies are 
forcing air through their meters to increase 
the size of the gas bills. He said: 

If we wanted to make the meters work faster 
we would not force air into them, but try 5 
keep it out. Air is much heavier than 
density is greater, hence instead of going Sivan ug 
a meter faster it would be much ewer, and — 
near so much air could possibly work through 
@ meter as gas. 

Mr. Fay is glib and confident—but ignorant. 
When he has had a little more experience in 
the gas business—a few months instead of a 
few days—he will not be so sure he knows it 
all. He may even realize that he has invited 
some such scathing remark as was addressed 
to one of the characters in Bunyan’s ‘ Pil- 
grim’s Progress: I perceive that thou art 
but as a chicken whose héad is not yet out of 
the shell.” His premature chirp, doubtless, 
is honest enough, but it is wofully discordant 
with the facts. 

Mr. Fay is technically correct in saying 
that the company does not “force” air, as 
such, into the gas before furnishing it to con- 
sumers. Itdoes worse than that. It serves 
out gas that is mixed with air, from which 
the valuable portion, the oxygen, has been 
burnt out in passing through the retort, leav- 
ing the other four-fifths, which is incombusti- 
ble nitrogen, to hinder the combustion of the 
gas as it passes through the tipof the burner. 
Tue TRIBUNE has not made an expert exam- 
ination of the processes now employed at the 
works over which Mr. Fay presides with so 
much dignity and assurance, but it knows 
that, unless the company has changed its 
methods within sixty days—in fact, since 
Tus TRIBUNE began to agitate the question— 
the facts are substantially as follows: About 
one-third part of the weight of the coal put 
into the retorts is changed into gas by the 
application of a comparatively low degree of 
heat, the yield being a little less than 10,000 
cubic feet of good illuminating gas to the ton 
of coal. This contented the South Side gas 
company under the old management, the 
residuals being sold as coke and tar. A 
large quantity of gas can be obtainea from 
these residuals, but only by much increasing 
the temperature, and this is easily effected 
by admitting air, the oxygen of which goes 
to form a chemical .combination in 1 
process of evolving the required heat, while 
the nitrogen remains to mix mechanically 
with the gas and lessen its value even more 
than would the admixture of an equal quan- 
tity of air. The employment of this subse 
quent reduction is believed to be a feature 
of the new management and furnishes a suf- 
ficient reason why the gas is slower in 
igniting and gives out a poorer light than did 
the gas supplied by the same company in 
1886, none of which was the product of what 
is called by the chemists destructive distilla- 
tion. 

The nitrogen is not quite so heavy as an 


equal volume of air, but weighs not far from 


twice as much as the illuminating gas with 
which it mingles. It does not, however, mix 
with it any the less freely on that account, as 
FFF 


widening of knowledge to which he may be 
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terests in augmented gas bills lie in the oppo- 
sit direction from his. And this is not the only 


subject if he continues his present responsi- 
ble position in the Gas Trust. He may per- 
naps learn at some time in the near future, 
if he does not know it now, that the people 
are not to be permanently hoodwinked in a 
case where their pecuniary interests are in- 
volved, and that in dealing with them col- 
lectively or individually honesty will be 
found in the long run to be the best policy.

POSTAL REFORM. * 

The resolution of Senator Plumb instruct- 
ing the Post-Office Committee to inquire into 
the inefficient mall service is rather of the 
nature of an inquest upon the policy of the 
late Postmaster-General, whom, for reasons 
obviously partisan, the President has trans 
ferred to the Interior Department. The ad- 
ministration of PostmasterGeneral Vilas 
will live in department annals for two rea- 
sons. One is to be found in his famous circu- 
lar by which a.way was pointed out to volun- 
teer spies for ousting rural Postmasters on 
partisan grounds evasive of the President’s 
civil-service pledges. The other lies in the 
stupidity with which he conducted the gen- 
eral business of the department. 

Col. Vilas is a typical conservative of the 
oldest style known in American public life. 
He did his best to replant the postal service 
of the country upon the basis that held it 
firmly in the first quarter of the eighteenth 
century. Then the postman was not per- 
mitted to start out with his saddlebags for 
the slow journey over the roads until enough 
létters had been lodged to pay the expense of 
the entire trip. Those were the days when 
as many as eight mails in a twelvemonta 
passed from the banks of the Potomac north- 
ward as far as Philadelphia. Had Col. Vilas 
peen Postmaster-General when the British 
evacuated New York he would have stopped 
the twice-a-week mail to Boston that carried 
the news of that interesting event to Bunker 
Hill unless he was sure he could skow that 
the department was not out by it. Two days 
were consumed then in getting a letter from 
New York to Philadelphia; and Col, Vilas 
wonld have been shocked by the proposal to 
put the “* Flying-Machine,” as it was called 
a covered Jersey wagon—on the route in 
place of boys on conservative nags. He 
would have feared that it would not pay and 
that his party might be hurt in consequence. 

The character of the postal service now 
ought to be as far advanced beyond that of 
the service of a hundred years ago as the 
modes of communication of the preseni day 
have advanced beyond those of that time. 
Then men, setting out for a journey made 
now in a few hours, realized their perils so 
fully that they consultéd the almanac, wrote 
their wills, had farewell dinners, and parted 
as if never to return to their families, They 
rode sometimes in the wagons that carried 
the mails; and the man in charge whiled his 
time away knitting mittens and stockings. 
Sometimes they helped pull the coach-wheels 
out of the ruts; sometimes they had to lie 
over at points along their route because the 
money to transport the mails had given out 
and the agent could not proceed without 
furthér authority and a subscription. Those 
were the days when people who could afford 
to pay postage preferred to write in cipher, 
because it was so commonly expected that 
the postmasters would enliven their abundant 
leisure by reading the missives that reposed 
in their custody awaiting transportation in 
an uncertain future. 

While a public official is cordially to be com- 
mended for frugality, ali experience shows 
that the more liberal the management of the 
postal service the larger its revenues and 
the more certain its progressive success. 
This was proved when Franklin took charge 
of the American postal service. It has been 
demonstrated bythe postal history of the 
United Kingdom, which shows that increase 
in the efficiency of the service and lowering 
of postal charges have been invariably fol- 
lowed by a surpius to the credit of the postal 
management. It has been shown by suc- 
cessive imvrovements in our own postal af- 
fairs. It was emphasized by the reduction 
from three cents to two; and it will undoubt- 
edly be confirmed by a further reduction on 
city drop letters and by the speeding of the 
time taken in local transportation. The de- 
mand for prompter locai delivery was met by 
Col. Vilas with his special 10-cent stamp, 
The public did not want it and it has been a 
comparative failure, The business-men of 
large cities are entitled to prompt delivery at 
the rate now charged. 

As the post-offices throughout the country 
are managed we are behind most of the 
continental countries, and very far behind 
the Britishislands. Owning to either indiffer- 
ence on the part of the local officials in Chi- 
cago or willful neglect on the part of the 
officials in Washington, Chicago has been 
unable to get an increase of carriers during 
the last year, although her population in- 
creased 70,00 and the monthly and quarterly 
reports of the carriers’ work showed this 
periodically in both the home office and at 
Washington. It requires longer for a drop 
letter in this city of three-quarters of a 
million people to go a mile than for a trav- 
eler to go 300 miles, The officials in the 
central office cannot move the mails to the 
stations within an area of two miles in time 
to permit the distribution of a considerable 
amount of matter until the day following its 
deposit in the central office. Even in colonial 
days this would have been laughed at. Sena- 
tor Plumb’s resolution, if carried out, will 
doubtless disclose a state of things in other 
parts of the country correspondiag to this. 

The passage of Senator Cullom’s Postal 
Telegraph bill would speedily relieve the 
post-offices of a considerable quantity of busi- 
ness. In Great Britain and Ireland and in 
many of the continental countries the Gov- 
ernment telegraph office is under the same 
roof, generally, as the post-office, or at least 
near enough for convenience of access. If 
the same facilities at proportionate rates 
were afforded to American business-men 
they would use the telegraph more and the 
slower mails less. The new Postmaster- 
General is described by those who know him 
well as a man of energy, enterprise, and am- 
bition. Col. Vilas served his party—and 
served it ill—at the expense of the country. 
Mr. Dickinson can serve the country by an 
immediate quickening of service, especially 
local, throughout the large cities, and a vig- 
orous effort to speed through mails between 
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from the United States in 1886, according to

So that less than 508,000 600, or ‘ander one- 
tenth of all our exports, are from the pro- 
tected industries. This, too, is an exceeding- 
ly iiperal estimate, including many articles 
that belongon the free list, but which we 
have not taken the pains to enumerate in the 
above classifications. Indeed, the manufact- 
urers that can export their productions in 


‘any large quantities ought to scorn a tariff 


protection. In most cases they could and 
would get along without it, the chief excep- 
tions being such greedy cormorants as the 
copper barons and the sugar refiners. 

The only protected manufacturing indus- 
try that makes any showing at all in the way 
of exports is that of cotton manufacturing, 
whose products are sent abroad to the amount 
of only $14,000,000 in a year, as against 
an export of like articles by England of 
$345,000,000, or twenty-five times as much. 
Our imports of cotton goods about equal our 
exports. 

The exports of the pet war-tariff coddled 
industries in the United States are beggarly, 
as these figures for 1886 shew:

These industries contribute, ‘therefore, 
about one-third of 1 per cent to the volume of 
American exports, amounting to 6665, 000 000 
(in 1886), which keeps the balance of trade 
in our favor, 

It doesn’t need more than a superficial ex- 
amination of the figures we have quoted to 
show that the farmer is the patient, long- 
suffering animal who is supporting the bur- 
den of our foreign trade and carrying all 
the high-protected industries on his broad 
but aching back,. 

As to the specific exports of cotton, woolen, 
and iron manufactures, we think our corre- 
spondent is sufficiently answered. Alto- 
gether their exports do not amount to $25,- 
000,000, or less than 4 per cent of the total of 
American exports. 

NEGLECTED ORDINANCES. 

Mr. McVicker and the committee of the 
Citizens’ Association of which he is Chair- 
man have rendered an important public serv- 
ice in calling attention to the habitual viola- 
tion of the well-intentioned and necessary 
city ordinances. Some of the abuses to which 
reference is made by the committee are not 
only relics of “‘provincialism” but also an 
inheritance from past municipal misrule. 
Under the free-and-easy Administration of 
Mayor Harrison many important ordinances 
were more honored in the breach than in the 
observance. Municipal officers could not 
attempt their enforcement without calling 
on themselves the censure of their su- 
periors. This was especially the case in 
regard to ordinances for the regulation of the 
liquor traffic, hanging signs, and the opera- 
tion of railroads. Mayor Heath tried to en- 
force the ordinance against hanging signs— 
an inheritance from old village times— 
and he succeeded in abating’ the nuisance. It 
hagen to Seuriah agsin as soon as Harrison 
became Mayor. 

The “buggy nuisence,” as it is called. is 
one of almost uninterrupted growth, and it is 
high time that it was abated, with its attend- 
ant nuisance, the feeding of horses from the 
sidewalks. With the cabling of the principal 
thoroughfares the abatement of both will 
become an absolute necessity. The cable 
cars will occupy the middle of the street, 
leaving hardly room enough for wagons to 
pass on either side if the space next to the 
sidewalk is to be occupied by horses and 
buggies standing at every conceivable angle 
to the line of the street. The system is 
slovenly and dangerous. With cable trains 
moving at a high rate of speed it will be a 
standing menace to citizens, as horses will 
more frequently take fright. The practice 
ought not to be tolerated a single day longer. 
The peanut stand and peddiers’ wagons 
ought to be forced from the business 
portion of the city also. They are 
mostly utilized hy unlicensed persons, 
chiefly foreigners, who live by extortion 
and deception which they practice on too 
credulous persons. The street parade, too, 
is a relic ot barbarism, and ought to be 
abated. In its most offensive form it is an 
innovation of foreignism. 

It is singular that the committee in call 
ing attention to the failure to keep the

THE GAS INSPECTOR WAKED UP. 

Gas-Inspector Quirk seems f have been 
roused to a sense of duty by Ald. Hamiline’s 
order, passed a week ago last Mondiy, di- 
recting him to make photometrical tests of 
the quality of the gas furnished by the vari- 
ous gas companies to the City of Chicago 
and to communicate the result to the Coun- 
cil.” Thereis an ordinance requiring such 
tésts and reports to be made, but the Gas In- 
spector has quietly ignored the ordinance on 
the ground that he had not the proper instru- 
ments with which to make the tests. Ad. 
Hamline, therefore, followed up his first or- 
der with one at the last Council meeting 
which deprives Col. Quirk of all excuse for’ 
inaction. According to this last order the 
Gas Inspector is to be furnished with all 
proper facilities for making the tests. His 
reports, therefore, cau be looked for monthly 
from this time forth. Gas consumers will 
watch for them with interest. It is only 
fair to presume that they will be un and 
reliable. 

The action of the Third Ward Aldermen 
has roused the Gas Inspector to duty in an- 
other and important direction. He has called 
the attention of the Controller, who is now 
preparing his annual budget, to the 
fact that the city can make a saving 
of about $40,000 in the pries of gas 
by changing the burners im the West 
Division from five-foot to four-foot ones, 
such as are used in the South Division. This 
change was urged by Tun Trisune a year 
ago. The Aldermea were then too desirous 
to please Mr. Billings. They. sisted on re- 
taining the tive-foot burners. The city’s gas 
bill for the West Division last year was 
$42,780 larger than it ought to have 
been. If the Gas Inspectors recom- 
mendations are acted on by the Council 
this year the saving on this account alone 
will be at least $40,000. As Col. Quirk 
says, there is no earthly reason why this 
saving should not be made,” as there is no 
good reason why “a West Side gas-iamp 
should consume a fourth more gas thana 
South Side lamp.“ 

Mr. Burley will no doubt indorse Col. 
Quirk’s recommendation. He will readily 
recognize the logic of his position dnd 
appreciate the fact, as the people generally 
will, that the Gas Inspector has determined 
to become a useful public officer—that he 
has waked up to a sense of the duties and 
responsibilities of nis position.

But we are prepared to go 200 miles 
if necessary into Indiana, where we know 
gas fields exist.

A High-Pressure Well in Pulaski County, 
Indiana. | 
FRANCESVILLE, Ind., Jan. 31.—Natural gas 
was struck on H. E. Bucklen’s 320-acre farm, 
about three miles southwest of here, last 
Friday morning. The farm is about sixty 
miles from Chicago. A two-inch pipe leads 
from the derrick, and the gas comes from 
this with so much force that it will not ignite 
within two feet of the mouth of the pipe. 
When it does ignite, however, it makes a 
large blaze, the heat from which is quite per- 
ceptible. The inhabitarts of Francesville, a 
ace of only 400 inhabitants, are delighted. 
he farm where gas was struck originally 
belonged to Lyman Blair of C 
and in 1865 he sunk a well 
for oil, but found gone. That 
was sunk quite near the p 
one, and went down 700 feet, nearly 100 feet 
deeper than Mr. Buckien’s. Although no oil 
was obtained there was a slight flow of gas, 
but it was not sufficient to warrant exveri- 
menting any further with the well.

It is only sixty miles to the gas well 
which is creating so much interest on ac- 
count of its great flow,“ said Mr. H. E. Buck- 
len, the patent-medicine man, to a TRIBUNE 
reporter yesterday. The well is on a farm of 
820 acres belonging to Mr. Bucklen, and is 
two and a half miles south of Francesville, a 
small station on the Louisville, New Albany 
& Chicago Railroad in Pulaski County, In- 
diana. This iu the fourth well Mr. Buckien 
has been interested in sinking in that iocali- 
ty, and it is the first one that has been a suc- 
cess. Its flow of gas produces a ten-foot 
flame out of the casing of the well or a fif- 
teen-foot flame when confined in a two-inch 
7 The experts estimate the w 

cubic feet of gas per day. Mf. 
goes to Francesville this morning with ap- 
paratus to test the flow. He then de- 
termine what is necessary in the matter of 
further developing the well by shooting, etc. 

The well came in Friday at a depth of 616 
feet, and before the solid stratum of Trenton 
rock was reached. The drill at the time gas 
was struck was going thro a pebbly 
formation resembling very much the stratum 
of gravelin which gas is found in Pennsyi- 
vania. The similarity of the stone, as it 
came from the drill, to that of the Pennsyl- 
vania wells was so striking that the drillers 
declared they were one and the same, but 
Mr. Buckien made a test of the stone yester- 
day and ascertained that it was a lime forma- 
tion. He therefore was inclined to believe 
that tne stone was Trenton rock in a very 
loose tormation. He will have further and 
more thorough tests made of the stone. 

The sence of gas was first detected by 
the drillers Friday. They telegraphed Mr. 
Bucklen that they would go no further, as 
the flow at that was strong, until he ar- 
rived.
